BROTHER HELPED HIM 





Was Not Far Away When 
Victim, Answering Cus- 
tomer, Met Death. 





Two .weeks ago George Thoerner of 
3707 Hebert street, a machine operator 
in a planing mill, was: laid off from 
work. The world went black for Thoern- 
er. His wages were not such as would 
allow him to support his family and also 
put something aside for a rainy day. 
Besides himself and his wife, 
‘were four children to be fed. 


When Chester Thoerner, 12 years 014 
heard that misfortune had come to h’'s 
father, he walked over ‘to him, jumped 
up on his lap, put his arm around the 
bowed head of the man and said: 

“Its all right. You know I always 
made lots of money selling papers when- 
ever I got the chdnce. I make 15 and 
2-cents selling after school how. See 
what I'll make when I don't have to go 
to school and can sell all day.” _ 

That was how it happened that Cnes- 
ter’s playmates missed him at the Far- 
ragut School the next day. He was 
husy selling papers. at Grand avenue 
and. Hebert street. It is a good. corner, 
Chester found fer the Jefferson cars 
pass there as well as the Grand and 
the Bighteenth street line is nearby. 
Chester’s first day was a good one and 
he was in high glee when he ran home 
and greeted his father. 

Takes 65 Cents Home, 

“See? Didin’t I tell you?” he asked, 
as hé held up 66 cents for his father’s 
inspection. 

For two weeks, up to yesterday, Ches- 
ter sold papers and the average of his 
day’s sale yas well above 60 cents. On 
Saturday, ‘including yesterday, he did 
better than that, for then his 9-year-old 
brother, Melvin, was with him to help 
out. | 

“You go up to the next corner,’ 
Chester toli Melvin. ‘‘l'll stay here." 

Soon Melvin came’ running back, A 
crowd, had gathered in tlie middle of 
the street where he. had left Chester. 
There was great excitement and a boy 
in the crow1i pointed a finger at Melvin 
and called, ‘“‘Here comes his brother.” 

Then a woman who knew the child 
stepped ott from the crowd, and taking 
Melvin by the: hand, told: him:.. “You 
must not’ go in there. It’s Chester, but 
he’s only hurt a little. Come with me 
and ydu will be all right.” 

Answers Signal, Is Kilicd. 

But Chester was not “only hurt.’ He 
was dead. He had been run down and 
killed instantly by a Jefferson car. In 
his eagerness to sell papers he had run 
in front of q northbound car just after 
stepping from a southbound Grand car. 
Someone on the street corner bad sig- 
naled him and in his great haste he 
Gid not notice the car coming in the op- 
posite direction. 

David L. Cook, motorman, and John 
A. Prinster, conductor of the car which 
Killed the boy, were arrested and heid at 
the Dayton Street Station while the po- 
lice investigated. The motorman said he 
did not see the boy until the car was 
about to strike him.

In the Twelfth precinct 
of the First Ward the poll books 
secmed to show that 287 voters had 
received and cast ballots in reference 
to the proposal to establish an outer 
park system, The judges’ statements 
however, showed that 28 had voted 
for and 240 against the amendment. 
Thirty-nine were recorded as not vot- 
ing. The sum of these figures—307

In the Fifteenth precinct of the 
Second Ward the vote on the elev- 
enth constitutional amendment va- 
ried on each of the judges’ state- 
ments. One credited the amendment 
with having received 157 votes, an- 
other credited 156 and the third 150 
votes. There were 228 “noes” and 
22 not. voting. 

There was a like difference be- 
tween te vote on this same propo- 
sition in the Fourteenth precinct of 
the Fourth Ward. The poll hook 
contained 291 names, ‘The sum of 
the votes registered for and against 
the amendment and those not vot- 
ing was 306 on the judges’ state- 
ments. These were held by the Elec- 
tion Commissoiners to be correct, 


Number of Voters Wrong. 


Commissioner Blodgett found that 
the officials in the Thirteenth Pre- 
cinct of the Fourth Ward had erred 
in counting the names on their poll 
‘books. They gave the number as 227, 
tut Commissioner Blodgett could find 
but 226. In this precinct the nega- 
tive votes on the park amendment 
were given by the judges in their 
statements as 227. The affirmative 
vote was 43. The total of the vote 
for and against the proposition was 
44 in excess of the names on the poll 
books. 

In the Fourteenth Precinct of the 
Sixth Ward the vote against prohi- 
bition was 290, while that recorded 
beth for and against the outer park 
system was but 270. In the Fifteenth 
Precinct of the Fourth Ward the

Tally Sheets Were Blank. 


When recourse was had to the¥ally 
sheets to clarify the figures in ‘the 
Twelfth Precinct of the First Ward 
and the Thirteenth Precinct of the 
l‘ourth Ward, they were blank. In 
several of the other precincts in- 
vestigated the tally sheet® bore but 
few marks, the officials having seem- 
ingly contented themselves with 
Crawing lines through the horizontal 
columns and adding here and there 
varying groups of tallies. 

There were mahy cases in which 
the extensions on the right of the 
tally sheets did not represent the 
tctals of the little marks which were 
supposed to stand for votes cast. 

The canvass thus far has dealt only 
with the constitutional amendments 
and the proposal to establish an outer 
park system.

Cenditions have become so bad that 
Gov. Campbell has ordereda company 
of Rangers to Rock Springs to pro- 
tect the Mexicans. 

The Federal Government has also 
ordered Luther T. Ellsworth, Mexican 
Consul at Diaz, Mexico, to proceed to 
Rock Springs and make an investiga- 
tion. He is accompanied by two 
special agents of the Department of 
Justice. Manuel Cuesta, Mexican Con- 
sul at Delro, has accompanied Consul 
Elisworth and will make an in- 
vestigation on behalf of his Gov- 
ernment. He has been given a 
special escort of five Texas 
Rangers as a bodyguard. The Federal 
Government will make an attempt to 
prosecute those participating in the 
mob on a charge of violating the 
neutrality laws. If this cannot be 
done, the matter will have to be 
handled by the Edwards County grand 
jury, and it is almost certain no in- 
dictments will be returned there. 

Conditions in Mexico today were re- 
ported much quieter. Nearly all 
Americans residing in isolated com- 
munities have reached the larger 
cities, where there is ample police 
protection. A few ranch and mine 
hcuses are being burned in the in- 
terior, and on the ranches some cat- 
tle belonging to Americans have been 
killed, but loss from this course will 
be very slight.

NEW YORK, N@gv. 12.—Workmen 
were setting.a big piece of blue lime- 
stone on the tower of the. new 
Schwarzchild and Sulzberger Build- 
ing at First avenue and Torty-fifth 
Street today when the stone 
slipped on its bed of mortar and 
slowly but irresistibly moved out 
cver the edge of the wall, pushing 
William Gourley, a stonecutter, be- 

fvre it. 

Foreman Arthur Thornton and the 
workmen clawed helplessly at the 
sarface of the stone. On the outer 
edge of the scaffolding Gourley, with 
his eyes starting out of his head in 
terror, stared at them. 

The stone moved on. There was 
ro stopping it. It was moving so 
fust that Gourley had no chance to 
run around the end. There was no 
time to reach across it and catch 
him. But Thornton and the men on 
the safe side it seemed hardly to 
move at all. 

“For God’s sake,” he. cried, as he 
felt his feet slip from the edge of the 
scaffold and he toppled over, “can’t 
you do anything, boys?” 


Falis Seven Stories to Roof, 


,_As he spoke he fell. He kicked 
out convulsively, and the force of 
his foot against the scaffold sent 
him whirling out over the roof of the 
packing-house annex, seven stories 
below. Thornton and his men heard 
a great 'crash. Trembling with the 
fear of falling to their own deaths, 
they laid down on the scaffold, which 
hed been broken and wrenched by the 
weight of the stone, before they 


| looked over. 


On the roof far beneath them lay 
the body of Gourley. 

In the street people were running 
from all diréctions toward the side- 
walk in front of the building. Thé 
protecting structure of rafters which 
had been built over the sidewalk to 
protect people from chips of stone 
and tools falling from the work above 
had been crashed through as easily as 
though it had been the top of an 
orange crate, and the way people 
swarmed.jnto the covered space they 
knew that the stone had found an- 
other victim. They guessed aright. 

“TI was in charge of the job,” said 
Thornton, the foreman, white of face, 
when he stepped off the construc- 
tion elevator and intercepted. a 
coliceman who was running 
ward the spot where the crowd 
wes gathering. “lL don’t know 
what has happened in there, but if 
you want to arrest anybody you can 
tuke me.” 


Finds Another Body. 


“Let’s find out what has happened 
first,”’ said the policeman. 

Under the sidewalk shed _ they 
found the body of Frank Meuvert, 9% 
years old. The stone had struck him 
cn the right side. His leg was cut 
off and he had been dashed to the 
ridewalk with such force that he 
lived only a few minutes. He was 
dead when the policeman reached his 
side. 

Carrol] called Ambulance Surgeon 
Allen from’ Flower Hospital. The 
surgeon only shook his head when he 
saw the boy. 

“Maybe,” suggested Thornton, “you 
wright do something for one of our 
men.

Prosecutors in Wheeling Say 
Person in Household Was 
Schooled by an Expert. 
ARREST IS EXPECTED 
Social Ambition Declared td 


Have Been Possible Motive 
for Attempted Murder. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. .» 

WHEELING, W. Va. Nov. 12.— 
That some person in the household 
of John O. Schenk, the pork packer 
whose fortune is estimated at from 
$12,000,000 te $15,000,000 has admin- 
istered arsenic systematically to the 
millionaire under the tutelage of a 
young physician for almost five 
months, was the charge which came 
tonight. from the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney’s office. The rich packer’s wife, 
Laura Farnsworth Schenk, is held in- 
communicado tn her cell and the ar- 
rest of a physician may be ordeied 
within a few days. 

According to the theory of the proge- 
cution, the plot to kill Schenk was 
based upon a scientific knowledge of 
the quantity of arsenic required to 
bring death slowly, without exciting 
the suspicion of the victim himself 
and without leaving a trace after 
death. The drug was administered in 
lithia water, as shown by the analy- 
ses of chemists at two universities, 
and it is declared that only an ex- 
pert could have engineered the drug- 
ging of the water in the manner ex- 
posed by the chemical analysis. 

Schenk’s illness first became pro- 
nounced after his return from a trip 
around the world last June. Appar- 
ently Schenk himself did not suspect 
the cause, and it was not until he was 
compelled to take his bed seven weeks 
ago that hig own physician, Dr. Greg- 
ory Ackerman, who ranks as one of 
the best physicians in the city, was 
called into the case. Dr. Ackerman 
ordered Schenk’s removal to the city 
hospital, and after he had examined 
the patient there he told Mrs. Schenk 
that her husband had been poisoned. 
The physician was discharged a few 
hours later. 

Alleged Motives in Death Pilot. 

Social ambition, as well as a love 
affair with the young physician now 
under suspicion, is declared by the 
prosecutors to be one of the leading 
motives in the piot. 

John Schenk came of plain stock, 
and in spite of his great wealth he 
made no social pretensions. Mrs. 
Schenk, who also was of humble fam- 
ily, was ambitious... She was a serv- 
ant when she first met Schenk, and 
she believed that her marriage would 
epen the doors which had been barred 
to her. But though she entertained 
lavishly in the Schenk mansion, s0- 
ciety refused to receive her. Schenk 
Gia not resent it. It was well known 
that for his wife’s social ambitions 
he had no sympathy. 

Schenk’s own career in Wheeling 
rad. served to embitter him against 
the more exclusive class of Wheel- 
ing citizens. His father had come 
from Germany practically without 
mceney. He started a butcher shop 
iin one of the poorest sections of the 
city. Frugality and wise invest- 
ments brought him a small. fortune, 
with which he founded a pork pack- 
ing establishment. 


Social Barriers Were Falling. 

Though the elder Schenk prospered 
rapidly he was not received in so- 
ciety. But by the time his son, John, 
came of age the family has amassed 
ar immense fortune and their pack- 
ing house was one of the greatest 
industries in this part of the State. 
Against such wealth and power the 


social barriers could not stand, and| 


they were beginning to crumble 
when John Schenk fell in love with 


The family openly opposed the 
marriage, but John Schenk would noi 
listen to an objection to his filancee’s 
lewly station in life. 

“If she is not as good as we are, 
T will make her as good,” he said, 
ard married her. 

Mrs. Schenk’s social campaign be- 
gan inmimediately. But it was not 
successful. All her millions could 
not make society forget that the 
bride was a carpenter’s daughter and 
had been a maid in the home of J. 
G. Tomlinson, a retired Pennsylvania 
railroad official. 

Two children were born—Virginia, 
now il.years old, and Robert, 7. The 
children now are being cared for by 
relatives and do not know that their 
mother is a prisoner or that -their 
father is in a hospital, suffering from 
arsenic poisoning.

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the murder of Schenk was plotted as 
a final step in a battle for social 
wcognition, and that the physician 
whd is under surveillance was of 
sufficient prominence to have forced 
that recognition. It is declared that

“Mr. Gamer was very strictly 
brought up,” said the wife, “and his 
father never permitted him to join a 
club. Whén we were married, he 
told me he intended to have more lib- 
erty than he had been having, and I 
told him I was willing—that I did 


soon got so that he cared only for 
his clubs. 
Was in Paint Business. 

“He spent much of his time at the 
Chicago Athletic Club, which was the 
frst one he joined after his mar- 
riage. At one club he met & man 
who induced him to gamble. ‘He had 
never gambled before, and I don’t 
think he ever learned much about 
the games, for he was always los- 
ing money.

Three hundred hoboes rode in car- 
riages at the funeral.of the woman they 
called ‘Mother, Mrs. Karoline Dup- 
pler. The carriages were provided by 
relatives of Mrs. Duppler, and there 
were 75 of them, each containing four 
hoboes,

boes in their wanderings will spread 
the news that “Mother’’ is dead. 

The hoboes loved Mrs. Duppler. 

She undefstood their rough good- 
nes8 of heart and she alone of those 
with whom they came in contact 
was discerning enough to frame into 
words an epigram which hoboes 
everywhere are fond of quoting: “A 


“white collar doesn’t make a Ante 


man,” 
Bar Has Bank for Hobees. 

That she kept a saloon in nowise 
Ciscredits her with the thousands 
cf hoboes who honor her memory. To 
riany of them her bar and boarding 
rouse at 119 South Seventh street 
was not alone a home but an un- 
chartered bank, wherein without 
hesitation, they deposited their sav- 
ings. \ 

As Karoline Hensen, which was her 
maiden name, she sold drinks over 
the Seventh street bar. In justifica- 
tion of her employment she had only 
one argument. 

“If they didn’t get their drinks 
here, they would get them some- 
where: else,” she said. “I am their 
friend. I won't let them get drunk 
and I won't let anybody rob them. 
When ,they have had enough drink 
I send them upstairs to bed. When 
they come down in the morning they 
thank me for it and I guess that’s 
why they call me mother.” 

There were no complicated books 
in her bank. When a hobo came in- 
to the place showing indications that 
he needed a guardian to look after 
his temporary wealth, she would 
make him empty his pockets on the 
bar. In the présence of two wit- 
nesses, she would count the money, 
and write the amount on two slips 
of paper. One of these she gave to 
the hobo and the other she placed 
in the safe with the money. 

The hoboes who attended her funeral 
Friday were ready, to testify that her 
night and day bank never defaulted. 

Marries. After Excise Ruling. 

When Thomas E. Mulvihill became 
Excise Commissioner, six years ago, 
he ruled that women could not serve 
drinks in saloons. A short time 
later Miss Hansner became the brifle 
of Frank Duppler, who for several 
years had been her assistant behind 
the bar. 

Mrs. Duppler continued to super- 
vise the business. She still was ths 
hoboes’ banker and she supervised 
the bar, the kitchen, the sleeping 
rooms and the finances of the place, 
and ig said to have accumulated nearty 
$100,000. , 

When men parted at the door ‘or 
when they met hundreds of miles 
from St. Louis they would say, “I'll 
meet you at mother’s,” 

They knew that Mrs. Duppler 
would always be waiting to greet, 
them. She weighed 300 pounds and 
it was a saying among hoboes that 
“her heart was as big in proportion.” 
Although ‘she was only 42 years old 
it was this excess of avoirdupois that 
shartened her life. 

While serving food to hoboes ‘last 
Tuesday she was striken with apo- 
plexy and died a few hours later. 

Hoboes followed her to her grave 
Friday afternoon. 

It was said of her that she never al- 
lowed one of her customers to be 
buried in the Potter’s Field, nor allowed 
the city to be called on for help in 
bearing the funeral expenses. When 
one of her boarders died, she called an 
undertaker, gave the man a proper 
burial and paid the bill. 

It frequently happened that men at 
her house, coming in from the road 
where they had undergone exposure, 
became ill. If the illness was serious, 
she had them sent to the hospital and 
while they were there, she never was 
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too, busy to go once a day and see how 
they were getting on. 

A thief didn’t have a chance with 
Mother, neither did any’ other sort of a 
criminal. When she found that one of 
her boarders had stolen something or 
was otherwise connected with criminal 
practices;her door was forever barred 
to the offender. 

“She certainly was good to me,” said 
Cornelius Shea, one of her old-time 
customers, as he recalled her good 
qualities after the funeral Friday. “Six 
years ago I was partly paralyzed and 
was sent to the emergency hospital. 
She was awful busy at that time, but 
once a day she came to see me and al- 
ways brought a little something for 
me. 

“It looked then as if I would never be 
any account again and kind of thought 
that Mother might better be looking 
after some live one but sHe kept com- 
ing every day, just as if I was the best 
friend she-had ‘and after a while I got 
out. Like a .good many others, her 
place was the only home I had and I 
tell you its hard on all of us to lose 
her.”’ 

Often there would come a scrawled 
postal card or letter from some dis- 
tant point where .a member of 
Mother’s household was stranded, 
telling of misfortune. These appeals 
were always answered, and if the 
unfortunate one wanted to come back 
to St. Louis and stay until able to 
work, transportation was arranged 
for him, and there was a hearty wel- 
come home when he _ reached the 
place on South Seventh street. : 

In addition to her duties as land- 
lady and banker, she was often com- 
missioned to buy clothing for her 
boarders, and in this capacity she 
was one of the largest purchasers at 
stores where clothing for laboring 
men are sold. | 

Col. Ed. Butler was one of the 
men that Mrs. Duppler most admired, 
ard in the old days at elections he 
was sure of all the votes that there 
were in the house. She was also on 
friendly terms with Chief of Pdélice 
William Young, who for several 
years was captain of the police dis- 
trict in which she lived. 

Carriages for Hoboes. 

Few funerals have been held ih 
St. Louis where there was more dis- 
play, few where there was more true 
sincerity and tears. Her husband 
ordered 75 carriages for hoboes. 
F'riends around the neighborhood or- 
dered aS many more, and from the 
eld saloon and boarding house the 
procession went to 3536 Magnolia ave- 
nue, where the funeral was held at 
the home of a sister, Miss Emma 
Hanser. Few of those who attend- 
ec were in any way related to her, 
but the tears were real tears.. 

Miss Emma Hanser, the sister at 
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: 
whose home the funeral took place, 


was for many years known in South 
St. Louis as Schoene Emma, or Beau- 
tiful Emma. She tended bar in a 
saloon at Broadway and Soulard

Sets New American Road 
Record in a Benz 
Car. 

HEMERY IS: SECOND 
Accidents Occur on Savan- 
nah Course but No Fa- 
talities Result. 


BAVANNAH, Ga. Nov. 12.—The New 
York boy who four years ago, ran 
away from home to become a driver 





of a racing automobile, today saved 
the reputation of American drivers 
in the Grand Prize race, the blue rib. 
bon event of automobile. contests. 
David Bruce-Brown won by a little 
more than a second at the end of 
415.2 heart-breaking miles. He 
flashed across the electric timing 
wire 1:42 seconds ahead of Victor 
Hemery, the Frenchman. His time 
was 5 hours, 53 minutes, 6.77 seconds, 
setting a new American road record 
of 70.55 miles an hour. 

‘Both men drove Benz cars so that 
the foreign machines triumphed over 
the American racers. The consolation 
in having an American at the wheel 
of the winner was increased by the 
feat of “Wild Bob’’ Burman, in an 
American car, the Marquette-Buick, 
which finished third, getting third 
money and an additional thousand 
déliars for the American driver to 
finish in an American car. 

Before the race it was said the 
American team planned to set a pace 
in the early stages which would 
burn the tires off the big foreign ma- 
chines and secure an advantage. Ap- 
parently the Americans tried this 
trick, and it nearly succeeded” for 
most of the foreigners were either 
stalled or wrecked before the finish 


‘but the foreigners were too numerous. 


Wagner Upsets His Car. 

Wagner in his big red Fiat was one 
of the gamest. His daring nearly 
cost his life and that of his mechanic, 
ie Ferro... On the back stretch, 
while coming down a small hill at top 
speed, Wagner lost control of his car 
for the fraction of a second, one of 
his front wheels striking a stone cul- 
vert, crushing the wheel and turning 
the car on its side for a distance of 
60 feet into the trees.

The tremendous distance, coupled 
with the stipulation that every entrant 
must show a speed of 7 miles per hour 
to' qualify and the unheard-of propor- 
tions of the cash prizes, proved suffi- 
cient, however, to wrest the attention 
of the automobile and the entire sport- 
ing world. People.,are beginning to ap- 
preciate the significance of this an- 
nouncement. Letters from all over the 
world are pouring into the Speedway 
office asking for confirmation, explana- 
tion and facts regarding this king of 
contests.

“If a fugitive passes you at the 
crossroads and turns to the left, 
and a moment iater the pursuers 
come and ask you which way he 
went, to save that man’s life you 
are justified in telling them the 
wrong direction. 

“And in the second place, a man 
is justified in telling a lie te save 
his wife’s honor.”

minister advising them to yield to the 
temptation, even in an extreme Case, 
is doing poor service as a moral teach- 
er. Some of them qualify their state- 
ments, but none goes so far as the 
Ohio pastor. 

Expressions obtained from a number 
of well-known St. Louis ministers on 
the subject by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
were as follows: 

The Rev. A. A, V. Binnington, rec- 
tor of the Church of the Ascension: 
A lie is justifiable under no circum- 
stances. All lies disgrace a gentle- 
man. As to the Rev. Mr. Courtenay’s 
contention, I think it is just a piece 
of sensationalism. I firmly believe 
in speaking’ the truth at all times. 
Sometimes there seems to be a justifi- 
cation for a slight transgression, but 
fundamentally lying is wrong and 
should be avoided. I agree with 
Cardinal Newman that it is betetr the 
world should come to an end that that 
aman tell a lie. 

The Purpose of a Lie. 

The Rev. George Wood Anderson, 
pastor Union M. E. Church: A lie is 
a story that has in it a harmful or 
destructive purpose er power. To 
violate the commandment “Thou shalt 
not bear false witness,’ the untruth 
must be intended to do one of two 
things; to promecte one’s own inter- 
est to the detriment of another’s or 
to harm another without regard to 
ones’ own individual | advantage or 
disadvantage. 

“People every day of the year visit 
sick friends, and although the sick 
person may be looking very badly, 
the friend will say they are looking 
much better. To make such a state- 
ment is not a ie. Why? Because in 
making the statement you have not 
injured anyone or helped yourself, but 
merely used mental suggestion, some- 
thing every physician has to use. 

“As to a lie told to save a fugitive, 
if the fugutive is a criminal and the 
pursuers are officers of the law, to 
misdirect his pursuers would be an 
unexecusable lie. The commonwealth 
and justice would be injured, and 
it is the duty of every honorable and 
upright citizen to help apprehend 4 
violator of the law. 

“But it would be an untruth and 
not a He to shield a woman pursued 
by a drunken husband because’ her 
life had been saved, as well as bene- 
fiting the person lied to. Oné might 
to justified in telling am-untruth to 
save his wife, but I don’t see how 
t.e could be justified In defending his 
wife by telling a lie that would in- 
jure some innocent person. 

“Everything depends on whether 
an untruth,-either to defend or to 
help another, is frée from that which 
would injure a third or fourth per- 
son. An untruth possessing even the 
least harmful influence to any per- 
son or persons is absolutely unjustifi- 
able. 

“Ministers of the Gospel read jokes 
tm the newspapers, and at their meet- 





_ings tell them, substituting fellow 


ministers’ names. This is not lying, 
recause no one is harmed and ust- 
ally everyone has read the jokes and 


| knows what is coming.” 


Net All “Stories” Lies. 
The Rev. BE. ©. Remick, assistant 
to dean of Christ Church Cathedral: 
“I don’t regard all little stories as 
lies. I can imagine a situation where 
one person might want to injure 
another for revenge. Then, in order 
to prevent the revengeful person 
from committing a felony, it would 
not be harmfulto tell a story. That 
is not lying. 
“I hardly agree with the state- 
ments of the Rev. Mr. Courtenay, 
however. He is not right in either 
premise. In regard to protecting a 
fugitive, a man is only justified in 
keeping silent. I studied law four 
years, ad I appreciate that no one 
would be justified in telling a lie to 
shield a criminal. One who would 
do such a thing would be guilty as 
an accessory after the fact. 
“I can’t imagine any situation 
where @ man could protéct his wife's 
honor by lying. I think the best 
end would be served by keeping 
silence. If a man does not answer, 
there is no information given. 
“A story told to prevent the com- 
mission of felony, and not to aid one 
to evade the law, is the only one I 
regard as permissible. 
The Rev. Luther B. Todd, pastor of 
Centenary M. B. Church, South: “There 
are times in the life of the righteous 
man when it is permissable for him 
not to tell all the truth. ven the 
Master told his people there was much 
he could tell them, but they could not 
bear it at that time. 
“But as to making a sweeping state- 
ment that it is often right to deviate 
from the truth, that is ridiculous. I 
cannot see how any good could come 
from such utterances. Lots of per- 
sons would not understand it. They 
would say: . “Why, here’s a minister 
who says tts right to lie at times?’ 
That's not 80, although you and I

‘“f[ocay young men are brought up in 


« steam-heated, indoor atmosphere to a 
wreat extent. They eat course dinners 
at 6 or 7 o’clock at night. They eat 
too much and unwholesome' things. 
Suppose al] the food of a course dinner 
were to be served at once, piled up on 
the table, say. Men who rejoice in these 
orgies as they are ordinarily served 
would turn their backs on the table in 
disgust. 

“Then the modern man worries too 
much. A rigorous cultivation of an at- 
mosphere of cheerfulness is absolute- 
ly necessary to a long, happy and useful 
life. What 
is a habit of well-balanced lives.” 

Senator Depew disavowed all diet 
rules and regulations. His views on 
habits, too, are liberal. 

“Wind out what agrees with you,” he 
advises, “and use it in moderation. No 
matter how much you like what doesn’t 
agree with you, drop it. No man can 
lay down general rules, for one man’s 
meat is another man’s poison. 


Once a Slave to Oigars. 
“What a man likes best may be his 


poison. Remember this, too. No man 
can give up a bad habit gradually. You 
must cut off the tail of the dog that 
bites you right behind the dog’s earg. 
I was once a. siave to cigars. They 
werd heading me right toward insom- 
nia, indigestion and dyspepsia. I gave 
up cigars. I stopped short. For three 
months I thought I would lose my mind. 
It was 15 months before I Was master 
of myself. Now I fool with one at a 
banquet, sometimes, but I never light 
it.”” 

Banquets and dinners are the bane of 
public life for most men.

They have 
been his equilibrator. 

“That's easy,”” he said, when he was 
asked how he stood this ordeal so well.

I make it a practice to eat 
the same sort of a dinner at a ban- 
quet that I would at home. You can 
pick a normal dinner for yourself out 
of a banquet menu if you try. I drink 
a little wine, very little. I find myself 
in a perfectly normal condition when 
my times comes to telk. I feel cheer- 
ful, comfortable and good-humored. I 
enjoy it all. Then I get home‘to bed 
in good time. 

Don’t Believe Traditions. 

“Thousands of young men have gone 
to the devil from reading stories that 
De Quincey required opium to produce.
